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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 6 ,7, 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Federspiel et al. 

With regard to claims 1.2 Federspiel et al (US 6972,367) disclose a power strip comprising: 

two or more spaced-apart socket sections (sections covered with 50, Fig. 11) each having a set 
of termina insertion holes configured to receive plug terminals of a power cable; 

at least one flexible joint section (wires connecting sockets covered with r.n. 50) that intersects 
adjacent socket sections; and 

a flexible cover section (22. 24, Fig. 5, col. 4, lines 65-67) substantially covering the spaced- 
apart socket sections. 

With regard to claims 3, 4 Federspiel et al disclose that the cover section (22, 24) has a 
substantially tubular shape formed with corrugations (Fig. 5, an area between r.n. 28 and 24). 
With regard to claim 6 , Federspiel et al disclose that the outer peripheral surfaces of the 

socket sections are formed with bumps and dips that mesh with the joint section (at a contact 
zone of an attachment of wires -joint section- to the socket body). 
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With regard to claim 7 . Federspiel et al disclose that the cover section is formed substantially 

having openings at portions where the socket sections are located and is formed with 
corrugations at a portions between adjacent socket sections (see, Fig. 5). 

With regard to claim 9 , Federspiel et al disclose that the outer surface of the cover section is . 
subjected to nonslip treatment (corrugations). 

With regard to claims 10.11.12. Federspiel et al disclose that the sets of terminal insertion 

holes formed at the socket sections fall along an imaginary line and the joint section (wires) has 
a structure enabling it to flex at least along and perpendicularly (wires and cover) to the 
imaginary line. 

With regard to claim 13 , Federspiel etal disclose that the joint section (wires)and cover 
section (with pind of r.n. 50) are integrally connected and fastened to the socket section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter. 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record discloses the combination of the limitations presented 
including 

the corrugations surrounding entire circumference of the cover section (claim 5) 
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undulating shape of the bumps and dips that fits into the corrugations of the cover section or 
joint section (claim 8).
